Brown, Head of New York 
Central Railroad Warns Us 
What We May Expect in • 
Few Years. 



8t. Paul. Minn . June 23.— The 
United States is facing the most seri- 
ous crisis in Its history, was tbe 
declaration of W. U. Browne, presi- 
dent of the New York Central, In 
an uddress before the convention of 
Minnesota statu bankers today. He 
declared the food consumption of 
tbe nation was rapidly exceeding 
production; the gold production In- 
creasing so its purchasing power Is 
being reduced, and that develop- 
ment of the farms was tbe most Im- 
perative problem before the nation 
"If tbe converging llnea of pro- 
duction and consumption In the 
United States continue to approach 
each other as they have during th* 
last ten years." he said, "before the 
middle of the decade on which we 
have just entered is reached, the 
last vessel loaded with agricultural 
products w ll have left our shores; 
the last grain exporting elevator 
will stand empty, and this great na- 
>n. like those of the old world, 
will look with anxious eyes for a 
place to buy the necessities of life. 
When tbe dayjomes that this na- 
tion falls to produce sufficient flour 
to supply Its own people, what will 
be the cost of living In this coun- 
try."

The horribly mutilated body of 
oHeph Heater, Jr., 23 year* old, of 
ear Smlthland. Ky., who with eight 
f hi* crew was killed on the United 
tates battleship Charleston In an ex- 
lotion In March at Cavlte, Pbilip- 
,. ■ • i Ml a : i Ived .ii Pad ui ah hu t 
fning and was taken home at 2 
-lock this afternoon on the steamer 
Ohio by the father, Joseph N. Heater, 
prominent farmer, living 7 miles 
east of Smithland. 

At Nance & Rogers' morgue, where 
the body was held bene awaiting the 
arrival of his father, the remains 
were viewed and were mangled be- 
yond recognition 

Young Heater Joined the navy 
three years ago and went aboard tbe 
battleship Denver at San Francisco, 
Cel.. failing to Hong Kong. China, 
where be remained up until last year 
when the Denver went out of 
mission. On tbe Denver. Mr. H 
knew Munroe Nance, of 
who was among the crew. After- 
wards young Heater went on tbe 
Charleston and was at Cavlte, P. I., 
wOi ere the explosion occurred during 
target practice He and seven com- 
panions met Instant death when a 
br.-ach of a gun blew out. A young 
man from Cave-In-Rock, Ky.. W«» 
aiming those killed and his body was 
shipped, along with tbat of Heater. 

The body was shipped by the Aruer 
lean Express company, tbe expenses 
being defrayed by tbe war depart- 
ment. At the time of the explosion 
Congressman OK'e James wrote 
Heater's father Informing blm of it 
Mr Heater had received a letter 
from his son a few week* before his I boarded the 
death and he Intimated that he was days later 
dissatisfied In the Philippines. The 
funeral and burial will be held at the 
home place tomorrow morning 
Heater Is survived by bis mother and 
father and also four slaters and two 
brothers. Misses Lakie, Vfrrgle, Ver- 
nle and Klsle Heater, and Messrs. 
!..!ii and Kdmuud Heater. The fun 
lly Is grief stricken over the horrible 
death. 



WITH A MALLET 



Hoboken, N. J., June 23. — Ar- 
rested when the liner Prlnaeaa Irene 
from Mediter.anean porta, docked 
here today.

The estimated value ot the 
crop of 1109 is 18 12,00V, oofl com- 
pared with 1681, 230, 0\» for 1908. 
$7*0.960.000 for 1907. $721,650,000 
■tot 1*06. and I632.30O.0OU for 1905. 
The value of the crop of 1109 Is 
$13M.860.0OO. or 19.2 per cent, more 
thao that of 1908. notwithstanding 
the fact that the quantity is S.271,- 
• 24 bales, or 24.1 per cent. less.

(rower*, this crop is the most valu- 
able ever produced. It la Interesting 
«o observe that the value of the cot- 
ton crop of last year is about one-half 
that of the corn crop of the country 
In 1909. as estimated by the United 
Btate* department of agriculture, 
nearly $100,000,000 more thas- that 
of the wheat crop, and twl.e the 
value of the oat crop.

However, my observation has led 
mc to believe that there Is very lit- 
tle difference between a politician 
and a statesman. 

Statesmen are nothing more nor 
ItafJ than very successful politicians. 

A man who Is not successful In 
politics cannot become a statesman 
Not Infrequently a thwarted states 
man degenerates Into the worse type 
of a politician. 

The process of evolving a pol.tic 
Ian Into a statesman in sometimes 
quick and sometime* slow, depending 
of course on conditions and also on 
how good a politician the subject :»• 
in the first Instance The average 
politician can he satisfied Ills hun 
ger for place can be satisfied He is 
quite willing to concede tharf there 
are other men in the party who mu-t 
be recognised and that If he can't 
get the whole loaf he will go on 
home with the half loaf and wait his 
turn.
